Washington, May 24— A filibuster 
rivalling any staged in the bouse in 
the last five years, faces the $36,- 
000,000 rivers and harbors authori­ 
zation bill. 
The measure was laid aside by the 
bouse today until Thursday when a 
band of middle western members will 
continue their efforts to stave off its 
consideration. 
Opposition to the measure centers 
around one provision providing for 
construction of a nine-foot channel 
in the Illinois . river. 
Lake states 
claim that the diversion of water ne­ 
cessary for the canal jeopardizes the 
shipping on the lakes and has caused 
shore property to depreciate. 
The 
claim is also made that the diver 
Bion is used in Chicago for sewage 
disposal In ‘the packing houses. 
Under the special rule making the 
hill in order, 12 hours of general de­ 
bate are authorized before the meas 
tire is subject to amendment. 
Opponents of the plan offer sever­ 
al amendments to each of the 60 sec­ 
tions of the bill. 
This plan will re 
tard the progress of the measure and 
may prevent a final vote until late 
next week. 
The controversy over the Illinois 
project is expected to require nearly 
an entire day for settlement. 
Op­ 
ponents will attem pt to eliminate it 
from the bill and if this fails, they 
will probably make a number of ef 
forts to reduce the amount of water 
diversion. 


W ashington, May 24.— Authority 
to attem pt to restore to the river 
and harbor authorization bill 
the 
provision for a survey of the 
All- 
American canal across 
New 
York 
state was given Chairman Dempsey, 
republican, New York, today by the 
house rivers and harbors committee. 
The provision was ruled out of the 
hill Saturday, because it carried 
a 
direct appropriation while the 
bill 
merely authorizes new work. Demp­ 
sey will remove the 
appropriation 
phase from the provision and offer 
it in the house as an authorization.

between 1920 and 1925 were report­ 
ed or where exceptional growth made 
the estimate inaccurate. 
Los Angeles was Included In the 
cities which grew during 
the 
six 
years since the last decennial census. 
Chicago’s population, however, was 
placed at 3,049,999; Philadelphia at 
2,008,000 and Detroit 1,290,000, bas­ 
ed on the special census taken in 
1925. 
All other estimates were, bas­ 
on the last preceding census figures, 
or state figures, taking into count all 
annexations. 
Minnesota— Duluth 113,000; Min­ 
neapolis 434,000; St. Paul 248,000.

The prayer, beginning at IO A. M. 
will last one hour. 
Ewing expects a great response to 
his appeal. 
He has written scores 
of letters, 
Inviting Individuals to 
participate and has received replies 
from all parts of the United States. 
He has taken to the newspapers now 
in the belief that the greater the 
prayer group, the more certain the 
response from God. 
Tile prayer will have no sectarian 
tinge, Ewing announces. 
At IO o'­ 
clock the a sse m b lag e will fall silent. 
One hour later It will disperse. There 
will be no formality; 
the 
partici­ 
pants may stand, 
kneel 
as 
they 
please. 
But they must be motion­ 
less and quiet. 
During the prayer Ewing 
hopes 
that God will give a sign of His re­ 
sponse. 
It may take the form of a 
miracle, or it may he only an indirect 
indication that He has 
heard 
the 
prayer, Ewing explains. 
“ Maybe the world is as He wishes 
it to he,” Ewing said. 
“ If so, He 
may do nothing, but I firmly believe 
He will not disappoint us. 
The com­ 
bined silence of a large assemblage 
of all classes of people looking for 
something from God, will be a real 
demonstration of faith and will give 
God an opportunity to do as He will.
